Dr. Boehmer is a Canadian from Kitchener, Ontario, and a graduate of Moody Bible Institute. He 
has held pastorates in Waterloo, Ont. (First Baptist Church), and in Toronto, (Calvary Church, of the 
Associated Gospel Churches of Canada). Both of these churches saw unusual expansion under his 
ministry. Missionary interest and offerings increased, Sunday School expanded and church membership 
grew, necessitating a building program. 

In 1955, Dr. Boehmer was honoured for his notable work in Christian Education, by Wheaton 
College, which conferred on him the degree Doctor of Divinity, HONORIS CAUSA. 

He has been associated with many mission societies and other Christian organizations, and has 
travelled extensively in Africa, the^ middle East, Europe and South America. Lecturing and preaching 
have carried him alL over North America. 

A throat condition forced him out of the pastorate, and he became managing director of the 
M_ P Foundation, which position he left to come to T.B.C. 

His business, pastoral and Christian Education training will all be combined in his new capacity 
and great challenge as President of Toronto Bible College. The needed expansion and development 
of Canada's oldest Bible College, under the blessing of God, should be realized in the years that lie 
ahead. To this task, Dr. Boehmer has dedicated himself.

This is one way of expressing the philosophy of the Faculty in relation to field work 
at Toronto Bible College. 

For seventy years now the College has had a two-pronged thrust in its training 
program. The objective of the school has always been to graduate young men and women 
who are both academically and practically qualified for the service of our Lord. Field work 
here is not an optional extra, but an integral part of the course, requiring a satisfactory 
grade before graduation. 

The strategic^ location of T. B.C. in the centre of Ontario's capital city contributes 
greatly to this purpose. Many of the churches and missions with which the young people 
serve are within a two-mile radius of the school itself. This affords the students at T.B.C. 
a unique opportunity to "learn by doing". 

Over the years the field work department of the College has developed contacts with 
multitudes of churches and church organizations of many denominations, whicji gladly open 
their doors to T.B.C. students. The chorale sprang tour, trio and quartet tours, T.V. and 
radio appearances, week-end evangelistic^ teams, as well as the regular week by week 

appointments, all tell the story of a well-balanced field work program designed to prepare 
students for whatever lies ahead. The highlight of the school year is the inter-church 
evangelistic crusade, which sees the entire student body move into a needy area to hold 
preaching services and children's meetings, and personally visit, some ten thousand homes. 

The field work program at T.B.C. involves far more than a mere fulfillment of so many 
compulsory units of work. The faculty and students alike find great delight in these 
ministries of evangelism, teaching, and music. They are following Christ Who said, "Go 
out into the highways and hedges, and compel them to come in".
